lin, persuades her. especially if slie 
feels the pinch of poverty, to travel to 
Berlin.

But the part- 
ner is bleeding her all the time while 
upplyiug her with line clothes, a nice 
room, etc., and. notwithstanding the 
Kindness of guests and liberal tips, she 
is gradually robbed of every penny she 
possesses, until she finds a refuge from 
her prosecutors on the streets

I don't bother with them for they 
won't remain fixed any length of time. 
1 have found a good way to fix up a 
pair of old tires if they are of first class 
make. I take some condensed milk and 
mn a little meal with it. This I inject 
into the tire, and I find the result ex- 
cellent. The mixture stops up all the 
little crevices. I do not believe that it 
does the rubber any harm. I take about 
a cupful of tlis mixture to each tire.

He states 
that it has been demonstrated beyond 
contradiction that an animal apparent- 
ly killed by contact with an electric 
c'urrent, and in whose body respiration 
and circulation liave ceased, may be 
brought back to life. 


It is also asscited by Dr. Cunning- 


ham that an ordinary industrial elec- 
tric current. Mich as is used in per- 
forming legal executions in New York 
State, does not prodm e instant death, 
and that if it were possible to ba\e in 
instant readiness suitable apparatus, 
the suspended vital functions and cou- 
ciousness would lie restored. 


Experiments which he has made ac- 


cording to the proposition establish the 
fact that in ca'-es where death follows 
an electric shock, it is not caused by 
paralysis of the heart or by 
causes to which death lias heretofore

The statement savs: 


"The President has received a large 


number ol petitions, signed by many 
citix"ns of distinction, requesting him 
to tender tiie mediation of the United 
States to settle the differences existing 
between the Government of Great Brit- 
ain and that of the Transvaal. lie has 
recehed other petitions on the same 
subject, some of them directing him 
to make common cause with 
Great 


Britain to redress the wrongs alleged 
io be suffered by the outlanders. and 
especially by American citizens in the 
Transvaal, and others wishing him to 
assist the Boers against alleged ag- 
gression. 
"It is understood that the President 


does not think it expedient to take ac- 
tion in either of these directions. As 
to taking side with either party to the 
dispute, it is not to be thought of. As 
icgards mediation, tho President has 
received no intimation from the coun- 
tries interested that the mediation of 
thf I'nlted States would be acceptable, 
and in the absence of such intimation 
fioin both parties there is nothing in 
international rules or usages to justi- 
fy an offer of mediation in the present 
circumstances. It is known that the 
President sincerely hopes and desires 
that hostilities may be avoided: but if 
unfortunately they should come to 
pass, the efforts of this Government 
\\ ill be directed—as they are at present 
—to seeing that neither our National 
Interests nor those of our citizens shall 
suffer unnecessary injury-" 


It is made evident by this announce- 


ment that the Department of Stnte 
does not consider Gen. O'Beirne's rep- 
resentations as an official request from 
the South African Republic for this 
country's Interference.

A new quarantine Inie, 
suggested by the committee, adds Lin- 
coln, Cannon and Cumberland counties, 
Tenn., to the established line, which 
runs Irom the northwest corner of Cali- 
fornia in a southeasterly course touch- 
ing the southeastern border of Virginia 
and North Carolina.

vide a fund of information which will 
leave its effect on tho foreign policy of 
every nation represented.

Dr. C'linnin'-rhain would not, in 


such cases, attempt to induce artificial 
respiration, a system to which recourse 
is often had, but which Dr. Cunning- 
ham believes to be useless. In his lab- 
oratory he ha* an apparatus which lie 
has used in experiments upon dogs, jle 
has found it absolutely necessary to 
have some, fresh blood on hand. 
He 


found it preferable to have blood from 
animals of the s:irno species. 


'Lo restore life in a human being un- 


der the same conditions. Dr. Cunniug- 
ha believes human blood would be nec- 
essary. 


In doscribinsr the experiments which 


bo lias made with do;rs. frogs, turtles, 
etc- as subjects. Dr. Cunningham says: 


'•The quivering is the state known as 


fibrillar contraction. In this condition 
the heart can bo restored to its func- 
tions by the profusion of its blood ves- 
sels with wanned dofibriuated dog's 
blood, diluted witji an eight per cent. 
saline solution. By moans of it I have 
repeatedly caused the tibrillating hearts 
after having been taken from the body 
of doss apparently killed by electricity 
to beat co-ordinately for an hour. This 
clearly disproves tho fact that mus- 
cular substance has been paralyzed 01 
killed by the current. 


"I have endeavored repeatedly tc 


electrocute fioss and small turtles witt 
tho 11-" volt continuous dynamo cur- 
rent. but none could be killed, and all 
the frogs fully recovered within a few 
minutes. According to tho concensus ol 
opinion, writers on the subject of death 
by electric shock agree that such a 
death is instantaneous. 


'•From my tracings recording 
the 


muscular and nervous contractions | 
from the experiences of throe of mji 
patients who liave received severe 
shocks, and from the published ac- 
counts of sixteen cases of recovery af- 
ter electric shocks, there seems to be 
ample time before loss of conscious j 
ness occurs for the recipient of thf 
shock to become, fully aware that lit 
is, or has been, in contact with an elec- 
tric current. Thus, every one of the 
nineteen mentioned felt f-ome very dis- 
tinct form of sensation before con- 
sciousness was lost. Generally speak- 
inc;. Hie sensation was not exactly pain- 
ful. aud was described by them as sim- 
ilar in character to tho sensation pro- 
duced by catching hold of the elec- 
trodes of a small but strong medical 
induction coil. 


"After an apparently fatal .shock has 


been received from a current the proper 
measures arc to restoro quickly the cir- 
culation not only of the nervous sys- 
tem. 
to keep it from dying, but als>o of 


tho heart, so that it 'may quickly ro- 
c-over its co-ordinate contractions. 


"As far as I know there is but ono 


way In which this may possibly be ac- 
complished—namely. by creating arti- 
ficially a temporary circulation of a 
fluid '-apable of sustaining the heart 
and the nervous system until the heart 
hos recovered sufficiently to maintain 
tho circulation in Ibi normal manner."
